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Restaurant fined £10,000 
for hygiene offences 


TV chefs to kick-start 
Christmas 


TWO directors 
of the Mughal 
Emperor restau¬ 
rant in Cowbridge 
have received heavy 
fines for hygiene 
offences following 
a prosecution for 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. 

Mamun Miah and 
Asad Miah were eaeh 
fined £2,766, ordered to 
pay eosts of £500 and a 
vietim surcharge of £138 
at Cardiff Magistrates 
Court after failing to 
comply with two hygiene 
improvement notices 
served last year. 

In addition, their com¬ 
pany was fined a total 
of £10,000, ordered to 


pay costs of £1,175 and 
a victim surcharge of 
£170. 

It followed an 
inspection by Shared 
Regulatory Services 
(SRS), who enforce 
environmental health 
regulations across the 
Local Authority areas 
of Bridgend, Cardiff and 
the Vale. 

In June 2018, SRS 
officers identified a num¬ 
ber of food safety vio¬ 
lations at the restaurant, 
including dirty equip¬ 
ment, cross contamina¬ 
tion of raw and cooked 
food and insufficient 
staff training, resulting 
in a food hygiene rating 
of two being awarded. 

A further visit to 


check for improvements 
revealed these three 
matters had not been 
addressed, and another 
a month later found 
that, though the issue 
relating to staff training 
was in hand, the other 
two remained. 

Cllr Eddie Williams, 
Vale Council Cabinet 
Member for Legal, 
Regulatory and 

Planning Services, said: 
“1 hope this case sends 
out an important mes¬ 
sage to those operating 
in food businesses that 
adhering to hygiene 
standards is not optional. 
Recommendations for 
improvement are made 
for very good reasons, 
chiefly to protect the 
health of customers. 


“These violations 
could have had serious 
consequences and pos¬ 
sibly led to food poi¬ 
soning. Prosecution is 
always a last resort, but 
this is a step we won’t 
hesitate to take if busi¬ 
nesses fail to comply 
with the instructions our 
officers’ issue. 

“People in the food 
industry must recognise 
their responsibility to 
customers when prepar¬ 
ing food and take advice 
from those whose job it 
is to protect the public 
from harmful foodbome 
illnesses.”

T oday I had the unfortunate and frustrat¬ 
ing experience of trying to make contact 
with the Vale Council to report a second 
missed recycling collection in two weeks.

Trying to find a telephone number is in itself 
extremely difficult and then one is met with a call 
handler who fields calls and I was told is not permit¬ 
ted to pass calls on to respective departments; they 
don’t respond to telephone enquiries. 

If I wished to complain, I was told I would have 
to write in and if I wished to view the complaints 
procedure, I could access this online as it wasn’t 
available in written form. 

I tried to imagine how my 90-year-old mother 
would manage this, not being internet literate, and 
wondered what provision the council had in place to 
accommodate a large number of the Vale’s residents 
who it seems are in danger of becoming invisible 
because of their lack of online presence. 

The endless back slapping and self congratulatory 
reports from the council are beginning to wear a bit 
thin, and I’m certain it would be really revealing to 
conduct a resident satisfaction survey to see just how 
the council is performing in the ‘real world’, not just 
about meeting government targets. 

I fear the council is in danger of becoming an 
anonymous entity convincing itself that all is well 
with the world, especially if it is unprepared to make 
its services easily accessible and discounting the 
value of user feedback.

Councillors ‘annoyed’ at lack of 
consideration over disruptive roadworks 


TWO Vale councillors, 
Sally Hanks and Gwyn 
John, met the Vale 
Council’s director of 
Neighbourhood Services, 
Miles Punter, to discuss 
traffic issues in Llantwit 
Major and Boverton 
over the past year. 

Cllr John told The GEM: “The 
residents have had to put up with 
portable traffic lights at various 
locations which have caused 
huge disruption for people going 
to and from their workplace. 


“It has resulted in people and 
school pupils arriving late for 
work or school exams and as 
Llantwit First county councillors, 
we are annoyed with officers of 
the Vale Council for their lack of 
consideration towards residents. 

“The director agreed with us 
that while the work had to be done, 
it should have been better pro¬ 
grammed and that in future, we and 
our colleagues will be consulted 
about all works in our community. 

“We shall certainly see to it that 
the residents are put first in future 
and no schemes will go ahead until 


we have rubber stamped them and 
nobody will have long delays 
on the roads around our area. 

“Finally, we can only apologise 
to all the people who have had 
to queue for a long time on the 
roads around Llantwit Major and 
Boverton during the past year 
and in particular, the last month. 
On the day we met, the director 
sampled the delay himself when 
he came to Llantwit Major and 
now knows how everyone feels.” 

The Vale of Glamorgan 
Council were asked to 
comment, but declined. 


Electoral pact in the Vale 
means no Plaid or Lib-Dems 


NOW that the deadline has passed for 
General Election candidates in the Vale 
of Glamorgan to come forward, it is clear 
that voters will be looking at an unfamil¬ 
iar ballot paper, reports Philip Irwin. 

There will be no Plaid Cymru option (2,295 
votes in 2017), no Lib-Dem option (1,020 votes 
in 2017) and no UKIP (868 votes in 2017). 

Based solely on the votes cast in 2017, 
the Vale looks like a straight fight between 
Alun Cairns (Conservative) who took the 
seat in 2017 with 25,501 votes and Labour’s 
Belinda Loveluck-Edwards. In 2017 the 
Labour candidate, Camilla Beaven, polled 
23,311 - giving Mr Cairns a majority of 2,190. 

The look of the ballot paper has been changed 
as a result of the ‘Unite to Remain’ alliance 
between Plaid, the Lib-Dems and the Green Party. 

The Greens polled 419 votes in 2017 and 
the Leader of the Greens in Wales, Anthony 
Slaughter, will be hoping to attract votes from the 
parties who have stepped aside, and from voters 
who are intending to vote on environmental issues. 

Mr Slaughter said: ‘I am standing as the Green 
candidate in this election to give voters in the 
Vale a clear choice to vote for a Remain party. 
We have been consistent in our opposition to 
Brexit, calling for a People’s Vote from day one.” 

Ian Johnstone, who was the Plaid Cymru 
candidate for the Vale, said that he was 


disappointed but fully accepted his par¬ 
ty’s involvement in the electoral pact. 

Sally Stephenson, who was the Liberal 
Democrats’ candidate, said: “We fully understand 
that many voters in the Vale will be disappointed 
that they cannot vote for the Liberal Democrats 
this time. Unfortunately, our outdated first past the 
post electoral system means that in many constit¬ 
uencies across the country, the party elected may 
not actually reflect the wishes of the electorate. 

“Although the Liberal Democrats 
are standing aside for this one occa¬ 
sion, they are still very active in the Vale.” 

The Brexit Party, which is standing in 
the neighbouring seats of Bridgend and 
Ogmore, has stood down in the Vale. 

So, there are now over 4,000 voters in the 
Vale who will not be able to vote for the 
party they chose two years ago. Strategists 
from the two highest-polling parties in 2017 
(Conservative and Labour) will be try¬ 
ing to work out where these votes will go. 

The Vale candidates, in alphabetical order, 
are as follows: 

• Cairns, Alun - Conservative Party. 

• Loveluck-Edwards, Belinda - Welsh Labour 
/ Llafur Cymru. 

• Slaughter, Anthony David - The Green 
Party / Plaid Werdd. 

• Williams, Laurence - Gwlad, Gwlad.

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Wales’ first ebike scheme to 
launch in Vale town 


FUNDING to pilot the first fully 
electric bike share scheme in 
Wales has been set aside by the 
Vale Council. 

Following the success of the nextbike 
cycle hire scheme in Cardiff, which has 
recorded more than 548,000 rentals since 
its launch in 2018, the Vale Council has 
received requests for a similar system. 

In response to these requests, as well 
as in recognition of the potential benefits 
to the community and environment, next- 
bike, the UK’s leading bike share scheme 
provider, will implement the project. 

The organisation is looking to install 50 
electric bikes across several docking sta¬ 
tions in Penarth. Whilst potential locations 
have been identified, the council is also 
inviting residents to give their suggestions. 

The racks need ample space for loading 
and unloading bikes, as well as links to 
power sources and visibility to the public. 


Local school pupils will be invited 
to enter designs for terminals and bike 
side panels, and local mechanics will be 
employed to assist with the repair and 
maintenance of the fleet. 

Furthermore, the Council is working 
closely with Cardiff Council to create a 
system that will link the two schemes. 

This will ensure that members are able 
to travel between and return bikes to both 
locations. 

Director of Environment and Housing, 
Miles Punter said: “Having declared a 
climate emergency earlier this year, it is 
imperative that as a Council we continue 
to support active and sustainable methods 
of transport. The bikes are simple to use 
and tariffs tend to be cheaper than travel¬ 
ling by car, bus or train. 

“The initiative will benefit the health 
and wellbeing of our commuters and 
residents, as well as being an asset to 
tourism in the area. If this proves to be a 


success, we hope to see the scheme expand 
further.” 

Krysia Solheim, nextbike UK managing 
director, said she was excited to be bring¬ 
ing e-bikes to Wales: “We know from our 
research that a lot of commuters already 
cycle from Penarth into Cardiff. E-bikes 
will make that journey easier and quicker 
than ever before, which will hopefully 
persuade more people to switch from four 
wheels to two. 

“E-bikes are not only great for reducing 
journey times and taking on steep hills, 
they’re also a great way of getting peo¬ 
ple of all abilities and Wess levels into 
cycling. It’s an exciting time for Penarth.”. 

The nextbike project is being funded 
by Section 106 sustainable transport 
contributions.

The men gathered 
around an original 
wooden cross that had 
been planted there, taken 
from the battlefield grave 


of an unknown British 
soldier. 

Some of the men 
began to push poppies 
into the ground, curious 
passers-by stopped to 
ask questions and before 
long they began buying 
and plating poppies of 
their own - creating 
the very first Field of 
Remembrance. 

The pupils watched 
the service which was 
attended by serving per¬ 
sonnel, veterans and the 
public. 

They were happy to 
see the military goat and 
horse mascot leading the 
procession. 

After the service. The 
Sugar Sisters gave a ren¬ 
dition of T’ll Be Seeing 
You’ and ‘We’ll Meet

AFTER dropping our bags at 
the hotel we proceeded on foot 
to the town square, where we 
met our tour guide for a four- 
hour walking tour of Krakow. 

We saw amazing architecture 
including the moving clock and 
Wawel Castle where we were shown 
the ‘dragon’ bones hanging outside, 
also later a fire breathing dragon statue. 

We finished off the day with a meal 
at the Hard Rock Cafe and everyone 
was extremely thankful to rest their 
feet! 

On day two we left the hotel at 
6.15am on a misty day to go to 
Auschwitz I, where the tour guide 
showed us through what would have 
been living spaces that are now filled 
with possessions that were stolen from 
the Jewish people; glasses, cooking 
equipment, brushes, prosthetics, 
crutches, suitcases and hair. 

We all found the tour very emo¬ 
tional, but simultaneously educational 
and reflective. 

We then moved to Auschwitz 
Birkenau, which I personally found to 
be less emotional and personal but a lot 
more overwhelming due to the massive 
scale of the camp. 


We were informed that 400 or more 
people would sleep in a stable designed 
for 54 horses and at the end of the tour 
we took time to reflect and react in our 
own way to what we just saw. 

We went to Morskie Oko for a tra¬ 
ditional Polish night: the atmosphere, 
entertainment and food was incredible. 
We all had so much fun dancing and 
taking part and the entertainment was 
amazing. We would have done it all 
again if we had the time! 

On day three we walked to the 
Galicia museum where we learned of 
the Jewish past and present in Krakow, 
where we heard the story of a holo¬ 
caust survivor through a translator, and 
her story moved us all. 

She told us how her Jewish mother 
had saved her by sending her to live 
with a Polish family who died, when 
she returned to live with her Jewish 
family. 

Her father had been saved through¬ 
out the war by Oskar Schindler, whose 
factory we saw in the Jewish quarters 
of Krakow. 

Schindler’s museum allowed us 
to understand that not every German 
or Pole believed in what Hitler was 
enforcing and that while not all spoke 
out against him, a few brave people 


did all they could to help the Jewish 
people of Poland escape persecution. 

Day four of our visit to Krakow was 
a little more relaxed. 

Most of us walked to a nearby 
shopping centre and had lunch before 
going to take us to the salt mine. We 
saw the stunning chapel and statues 
underground and a few brave students 
licked the walls! _ 


The mine was stunning and truly a 
work of art. 

In conclusion, the trip was a once in 
a lifetime experience that educated us 
thoroughly on very important issues 
and allowed us to gain our own insight 
into the tragedies that occurred at 
Auschwitz. We also discovered lots of 
Polish culture and history that will stay 
with us for the rest of our lives.

ON a beautiful warm 
and sunny day,

Tips for avoiding scams 
shared with U3 A group 


NORMALLY, when a talk is 
half as long again as expected, 
the audience becomes restive 
and there is a steady trickle 
of departures; but the pres¬ 
entation by Sian Chudleigh 
at Cowbridge USA’s recent 
meeting proved interesting 
and informative to keep most 
attentive to the end. 

Mrs Chudleigh is the NatWest com¬ 
munity banker for Bridgend and the 
Vale and her subject was the ‘Friends 
against Scams’ initiative which aims to 
prevent people from becoming victims 
of fraud. 

Anyone can fall victim to organised, 
plausible criminals; it seems that 43% 
of over 65 s will be scammed to some 
degree, although the greatest current 
crime rise involves those aged between 
16 and 25. 

£5-£10 billion is lost annually to 
scams, but only 5% of these crimes 
are reported. 

Criminals gain their victims’ trust 
by seeming legitimate, friendly, per¬ 
suasive and persistent, ultimately to 
exploit people and steal their money. 

Examples of the most common 
forms of scams - postal, telephone, 
doorstep and on-line - were presented, 
with details of the various sub-groups 
these can be divided into. 

One of the significant pieces of 
advice was that if you are requested 
to move money from your account to 
a ‘safe’ account by a telephone caller 
who claims you are the victim of 
attempted fraud, don’t! 

Many unsolicited calls are received 


after banks are closed when people 
feel they cannot ring their branch, but 
never use a telephone number given 
to you by the caller to confirm their 
veracity: always use the 24-hour num¬ 
ber given on credit and debit cards. 

The bogus caller may keep the line 
open, so either use another phone to 
call, or ring a trusted number (family 
or friends) to check the telephone line 
is free. 

With regard to online fraud, never 
allow remote access to your computer, 
as malware can be installed. Always 
use a reputable person or company to 
repair your equipment. 

Scammers have become expert at 
creating copycat versions of the major 
banks’ text formats and websites, but, 
remember, banks never include links 
or telephone numbers in messages. 

The top scams, which have a range 
of variations, are impersonation (of 
police, banks, BT, Microsoft and 
the tax office), text message fraud, 
goods or services paid for but never 
received or counterfeit items supplied, 
so-called romance scams, and diverted 
payments, where money transfers are 
directed to an account other than to the 
desired recipient (eg solicitor, builder). 

Mrs Chudleigh’s advice was never 
to disclose your security details, never 
assume everyone is genuine, don’t 
allow yourself to be rushed and listen to 
your instincts. Never buy, sell or trade 
from a cold call approach, whether it 
is on the doorstep, by telephone call or 
via a text or e-mail message.

Nearly 900 attacks on 
blue-light workers since stricter 
law came into force 


HUNDREDS of emergency service 
workers were attacked in south 
Wales since a new law, aimed at 
handing out stricter sentences to 
people who assault blue-light staff, 
came into force. 

Some 868 assaults were reported in the 
12 months after the law eame into effect on 
November 18 last year with charges being 
brought in about 62 per cent of cases. 

South Wales Police’s Chief Constable, 
Matt Jukes said the number of assaults on 
emergency personnel who are just doing 
their job is still unacceptably high. 

The act makes attacks on police officers. 


paramedics, firefighters and prison officers 
an aggravating feature in sentencing, and 
introduced a new offence of minor assaults 
against emergency workers. 

Chief Constable Jukes said: “I am con¬ 
stantly in awe of the dedication, determi¬ 
nation and courage shown by our officers 
and staff who put themselves in harm’s 
way to tackle violent offenders on behalf of 
others, some of whom are among the most 
vulnerable in our society. 

“But there is never any justification for 
attacking those who are doing an extraordi¬ 
nary job in keeping south Wales safe. 

“Nobody comes to work in order to 
be punched, kicked, spat at, bitten or 


threatened, and yet in too many cases this 
is exactly what happens.” 

He added: “Our officers and staff go 
about their job in an exceptional way, but 
they are still people like you and I - not 
punchbags. 

“Other emergency personnel, similarly, 
are committed public servants, and any¬ 
one who thinks they have free rein to 
attack them should expect to be dealt with 
severely by the criminal justice system. 

“The courts now have more power to 
deal with offenders, but the fact that almost 
870 assaults on emergency workers were 
reported in the last 12 months show there 
is still some way to go.”

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Cash-strapped pensioners’ 
parliament protest 



WOMEN from all across the UK- 
including South Wales - descended 
on Westminster earlier this month 
to protest against changes to their 
pensions. 

A group of MPs joined forces with cam¬ 
paigners for the demonstration which was 
organised after the government equalised 
the state pension age for men and women. 

Some of the women claim the move 
has left them facing financial hardship 
as changes were made with little or no 
warning - meaning they didn’t have time to 
adjust their retirement plans. 

Barry resident Kay Clark, who launched 
the 1950s Women of Wales and Beyond 
group, was one of the many women at the 


protest on November 5. 

She told the GEM: “We had a very suc¬ 
cessful journey to Westminster and were 
joined by women from 92 different towns 
all over the country. 

“Women travelled from as far as Scotland 
and Cornwall to protest yet again about the 
lack of notice of a huge six year increase to 
women’s state pension age. 

“A new proposal was handed to those 
MPs present for them to think about during 
the break and we hope to resume our cam¬ 
paign with renewed vigour once Parliament 
resumes in December.” 

The protestors stopped traffic outside 
Parliament during their demonstration and 
burned an effigy of Guy Fawkes on the 


nearby green. 

Ms Kay added: “Most poignant of all 
was the moment we all lined up together 
in solidarity as we honoured a staggering 
82,500 of our dearly departed sisters who 
have passed away since turning 60 without 
the pension they had been given to believe 
would be theirs during the whole of their 
working lives. 

“We left green, white and purple ribbons 
with their names written on them tied to the 
railings surrounding Westminster. 

“I was asked later how many came to 
London on the day. Thousands? Hundreds? 
I answered millions because I am certain 
they were all with us in spirit along with 
many more.” 


Shocking hike in 
livestock slaughters 
due to TB cases 


WELSH 
Cons ervatives 
say that damn¬ 
ing figures show 
that the Labour 
Government’s 
bovine TB policy 
isn’t working. 

A record 12,799 cattle 
- a 28% jump - were 
slaughtered in Wales 
because of bovine TB 
in the year to August, 
figures from DEFRA 
released last week state, 
with one region showing 
a disturbing 190% leap 
for animals slaughtered 
in the same period. 

Comparable figures 
for livestock slaughtered 
in England show a 1% 
drop. 

In the same period, 
there was a 7% increase 
in the number of herds 
in Wales not officially 
classified as bovine TB 
free due to a bovine TB 
incident. 

Comparably, England 
saw a 6% decrease in 
herds classified as not 
officially bovine TB free. 

Commenting on 
the figures. Shadow 
Environment and Rural 
Affairs Minister Andrew 
RT Davies AM said: 
“These figures will make 


for worrying reading for 
farmers across Wales, 
many of whom have 
been - and continue to 
be - severely affected by 
Bovine TB. The Welsh 
Government has been 
painfully slow to act and 
this has left many rural 
businesses across the 
country in limbo. 

“Labour’s current 
approach is expensive, 
erratic and fails to give 
farmers confidence that 
this disease will be erad¬ 
icated in Wales. Quite 
rightly, there is a great 
deal of anger and frus¬ 
tration within the rural 
community with farmers 
now at their wits’ end. 
They are doing all that 
they can by following 
stringent cattle move¬ 
ment and testing con¬ 
trols, but it’s time the 
Cabinet Minister and her 
government stepped up 
to the plate. 

“Sadly, the action and 
measures the govern¬ 
ment have implemented 
to date are failing the 
farming community and 
a lasting solution is now 
long overdue.” 

Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Paul 
Davies AM who 
represents Preseli 
Pembrokeshire, added: 


“This terrible disease has 
an enormous impact on 
our rural communities, 
especially our farmers 
who are suffering with 
their mental health due to 
the emotional strain and 
the potential loss of their 
livelihood. 

“The Farmers’ Union 
of Wales has also called 
on your Government 
to step up its efforts to 
tackle this crisis and 
argue that cattle controls 
alone are not sufficient. 
NFU Cymru has urged 
your Government to 
look towards our neigh¬ 
bours and to learn the 
lessons of the eradication 
strategy there, where 
the strategy focuses on 
a partnership approach 
to tackle the disease in 
cattle and wildlife. 

“Yet while farmers are 
guardians of the land, 
they are also business 
people. Their farms are 
their livelihoods, and 
bovine TB affects them, 
their livestock, their lives 
and health immeasura¬ 
bly. I - and my Welsh 
Conservative colleagues 
in the Assembly - will 
continue to press this 
Government to step up 
its efforts to deal with 
bovine TB, and get 
behind our farmers.”

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Archaeologists unearth ‘shipwreck’ skeletons 

during Vale dig 



SKELETAL remains of at least 
six individuals from the distant 
past have been saved from coastal 
erosion after a team of experts 
spent eight days excavating the 
Vale of Glamorgan Heritage 
Coastline. 

Archaeologists from Glamorgan- 
Gwent Archaeological Trust (GGAT) and 
Cardiff University teamed up with Natural 
Resources Wales to excavate the remains 
eroding from the cliff edge at Cwm Nash. 

Initial findings suggest the group may 
have been victims of shipwreck. 

Leader of the excavation for GGAT, 
Paul Huckfield, said: “This is the largest 
rescue excavation undertaken in this area 
and demanded the collaboration of a team 
of experts to save these remains and to tell 
the stories of the individuals involved.” 

Professor of Bioarchaeology Jacqui 
Mulville, who led the Cardiff University 


team, added: “Many of the skeletons have 
lost bones to the sea, but early analysis of 
the burial positions of the individuals has 
been revealing. 

“There is a single younger individual, 
buried away from the rest, with others 
buried side-by-side or even together in a 
single grave. 

“Our latest thinking is that these are 
Tudor or Stuart men who may have been 
the victims of shipwreck. We aim to tell 
more of their stories and return their identi¬ 
ties to them through ongoing post-excava¬ 
tion analysis.” 

Investigations of two further graves 
yielded no remains, with coastal erosion 
the victor. 

Previous radiocarbon dating of indi¬ 
viduals recovered from the Cwm Nash 
cemetery has placed those found as late 
16th or early 17th century, living in the 
early modem period of the Tudors and 
the Stuarts. The earliest burial licence 


for the parish of Monknash, in which the 
discoveries lay, was granted in 1609. 

The intricate excavations were con¬ 
ducted over three days in July and five days 
in September in changeable conditions 
along the edge of the eroding cliff 

Professor Mulville led the nine-strong 
team of Cardiff archaeologists: Adelle 
Bricking, Ciara Butler, Katie Faillace, Eirini 
Konstantinidi, Michael Legge, Hanna- 
Marie Pageau and Tiffany Treadway (all 
PhD students) and MSc Archaeological 
Science student Lois Turnbull, alongside 
local landowner and archaeologist Dr 
Richard Hubbard. 

Bioarchaeologists at the University will 
be carrying out detailed analysis of the 
human remains into 2020. 

Preliminary results focused on the first 
excavated individual were revealed in the 
eighth series of BBC Four’s Digging for 
Britain, which aired on November 20.

‘If it ain’t broke, don’t 
fix it,’ says AM abont 
proposed curriculum 
changes 


WELSH Conservative Shadow Education 
Minister Suzy Davies has suggested that 
if the qualifications system in Wales does 
not need changing, then it should be left 
as it is. 

The comments come as the independent regulator 
Qualifications Wales has launched a major consulta¬ 
tion to find out people’s views on the qualifications 
that will be needed for Welsh Government’s pro¬ 
posed new curriculum. 

Mrs Davies said: “GCSEs are recognised across 
the world and parents, teachers, employers and, 
importantly, young people themselves all under¬ 
stand what GCSEs are and have confidence in the 
qualifications.” 

Qualifications Wales has itself urged that GCSEs 
not to be ditched as they are “...valued and widely 
recognised”. 

However, the Future Generations Commissioner 
has called for the qualifications for 16 and 17 year 
olds to be scrapped in a move to other forms of 
assessment. 


Mrs Davies added: “What is most important is 
the content and quality of exams that young people 
are taking. 

“GCSEs have stood the test of time up until now 
and they can be used for a wide variety of subject 
and types of assessment. 

“This is crucial as it means young people in Wales 
will be able to see how they compare to their peers 
and those young people across the border in England 
as well as around the world. 

“The phrase ‘if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it’ springs 
to mind.” 

Mrs Davies has urged as many people as possible 
to have their say during the 12-week consultation 
period called ‘Qualified for the Future.’ 

The Shadow Education Minister added: “It is 
important that Qualifications Wales get views and 
opinions from as many people as possible so that 
they can make the best decision on what qualifica¬ 
tions look like for the future. 

“I would encourage everyone to make sure they 
have their say.”

Historic chapel 
up for sale 


THE iconic chapel opposite 
the library on King Square in 
Barry has been put up for sale. 

Like many other churches in Barry, 
the congregation has dwindled and 
has found it difficult to look after the 
building. Tabemacl is the last Welsh 
language chapel in Barry. 

The church will look back with 
pride at the chapeTs contribution to the 
life of the town, as well as the spiritual 
life of the church. In 1976 Morning 
Worship on ITV was broadcast live 
throughout the UK from Tabemacl, 
and it has featured on the BBC and 
S4C. 

Over the years it has hosted 
many musical events, particularly at 
Christmas time, and in 2011-2012, the 
National Eisteddfod Choir held all its 
weekly rehearsals there. 

The church was first established 
on this site in a tin shed on April 20, 
1890 by 40 people who came to live in 
Barry and were previously members at 
Bethel, Penarth. 

The churches at Tabemacl and 
Bethel Penarth have come together 


again in recent times for the ministry 
of the Reverend Kevin Davies. 

The original building cost £285! £85 
was collected on the day the church 
was established. The present building 
was erected in 1894 and the gallery 
was built in 1914 to cope with the 
increased membership. 

In 1924 the pipe organ was built 
and installed and the musical repu¬ 
tation of the church was established. 
Descendants of some of those early 
pioneers were worshipping in the 
chapel a hundred years later. 

In 1899, Rev Ben Evans became the 
minister of Tabemacl and during his 
time, church membership grew to over 
400. He played a large part in the civic 
life of Barry and was a strong advocate 
of temperance. 

His son, Dan Evans, established 
a store in the town and played an 
active role in the cultural and political 
life of Barry. Ben Evans’ grandson, 
Gwynfor Evans, became the first Plaid 
Cymm Member of Parliament and his 
great grandchildren are members of the 
church today.

Don’t forget 
roses in autumn 
tidy-up 


AS you cut back 
the last of your 
summer-flowering 
perennials, you may 
want to prune some 
of your roses too. 

You may have done 
the last weeding of the 
year and neatened the 
edges on your borders 
- but what about your 
roses? 

While many gardeners 
traditionally prune their 
roses in late winter or 
early spring, it is pos¬ 
sible to tidy them up in 
autumn, especially if you 
want a neat framework in 
place for next year. 

Established climbing 
roses will benefit from 
pruning from autumn to 
early spring. Cut back 
old unwanted stems 
to 30cm (12in) above 
ground level, thinning 
out crossed stems and 
congested growth before 
tying in the new season’s 
stems. Remember that 
when you are making a 
cut above a bud, that bud 
will grow in the direction 
in which it is pointing. 
When training the new 
stems on to horizontal 
wire, create an evenly 
spaced fan of around 
half a dozen stems from 
which the new flower¬ 
ing shoots will grow. In 
spring, you can again cut 


the sideshoots back to 
two or three buds from 
the main stem and tie in 
any further upright shoots 
which have developed. 

Shrub roses can be 
trimmed back so the 
longer stems aren’t dam¬ 
aged by windrock to get 
the bushes into a good 
shape. You’ll get just 
as good a show of roses 
whether you cut off the 
top of the bush using a 
hedge trimmer or prune 
in the traditional way, 
removing individual 
stems. Remove damaged 
and diseased leaves and 
faded flowers, but don’t 
deadhead roses which 
are going to produce 
hips, to add colour to 
the winter garden. If 
you grow tall, unstaked 
roses in a windy spot, it’s 
advisable to cut back the 
shoots by a quarter to a 
third to stop windrock 
loosening the roots in the 
soil. Other roses can be 
left until late winter or 
early spring, cutting out 
the dead and damaged 
wood before pruning the 
stems you want to keep 
by two thirds. Look out 
for suckers at the base of 
the plants and pull them 
away from the parent 
plant rather than cutting 
them off, which may 
leave dormant buds at the 
base of the shoot. 


Cosmology Corner 

Sir Edmund Halley’s 
Great Prediction 


I HAVE found 
inspiration for 
many of these fea¬ 
tures in the birth 
anniversaries of 
some of the world’s 
greatest scientists. 

Bom in London on 
November 8 in 1656, 
Edmund Halley was 
a contemporary and 
friend and colleague of 
Sir Isaac Newton. He 
contributed to Newton’s 
development of his 
theory of gravity which 
demonstrated that we live 
on a planet which orbits 
the Sun, founding the 
modem era of science. In 
Halley’s time, although 
comets were a known 
occasional phenomenon 
visible in the night sky, 
they were thought of as 
passing just once through 
our solar system on para¬ 
bolic orbits which would 
fling them away from the 
solar system once they 
had passed round the 
Sun. No-one dreamed 
that some of them might 
be returning over and 
over. In his book, Halley 
described the parabolic 
orbits of 24 comets that 
had been observed from 
1337 to 1698. Using 
Newton’s theory of grav¬ 
itation, however, Halley 
found that the three 


historic comets of 1531, 
1607 and 1682 had such 
remarkable similarities 
in their orbits that they 
were likely successive 
returns of the same celes¬ 
tial visitor. Noting that 
the periods separating 
the appearances of these 
three comets were both 
between 75 and 76 years, 
Halley had his own 
‘eureka’ moment and 
made a leap: he claimed 
that these supposedly 
three comets must in fact 
be a single comet, not on 
a parabolic orbit - but on 
an elliptical orbit which 
returns periodically every 
76 years. He then made 
the stunning prediction 
that the comet would 
return, saying: “Hence I 
dare venture to foretell, 
that it will return again in 
the year 1758.” 

In 1720 Halley was 
appointed the second 
Astronomer Royal, suc¬ 
ceeding John Flamsteed 
who he met while at 
Oxford. Regrettably, 
Halley did not live to see 
his prediction verified, 
but 16 years after his 
death, right on schedule 
in 1758, the comet which 
now famously bears his 
name did indeed return. 
The scientific world, and 
the public, were amazed. 
During its last appearance 


in Earth’s skies in 1986, 
thanks to the predictabil¬ 
ity of its orbit Halley’s 
comet was met in space 
by a fleet of spacecraft 
which provided the first 
observational data on 
the structure of a comet 
nucleus and the mechan¬ 
ics of the coma and tail 
formation. We now know 
that comets are small icy, 
solar system bodies in 
highly elliptical orbits 
that, when passing close 
to the Sun, warm and 
begin to release gases 
which produce a visible 
atmosphere, or coma, 
and sometimes also a 
tail. Their cores range 
from a few hundred 
metres in diameter to 
tens of kilometres across 
and are composed of a 
loose collection of ice, 
dust and rocky particles, 
commonly described as 
‘a dirty snowball’. Their 
tails may stretch up to 
a hundred million miles 
across the night sky. 

For those of us who 
may still be around, 
Halley’s comet will be 
back in our skies during 
2061.

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Tony Yates takes Kia’s XCeed car for a spin 

Here’s what he made of the motor 


FOR me, the XCeed is one 
of the most comprehensively 
equipped models in the Ceed 
family. 

The new XCeed has an extensive 
paekage of eomfort, eonvenienee, eon- 
neetivity and safety, whieh is why I 
like it so mueh. 

This ear makes a statement about the 
person you are. It also makes you feel 
happy when you drive it, and it makes 
you feel happy when you remember 
you have the assurance of the Kia 
brand right by your side. 

Power and Efficiency: 

THE XCeed I had on test was powered 
by a 998cc 3 cylinder petrol engine 
that develops llSbhp and 172 Nm of 
torque, which I have to say feels lively 
and is more than happy to blast down 
the motorway or rumble around on the 
urban towns. 

Actually, the XCeed exceeded all 
my expectations when it came to help¬ 
ing me save fuel and make my normal 
boring school run just that little bit 
easier. The XCeed also achieved 50 
mpg on the combined cycle which was 
quite impressive. 

Maximum speed also comes in at 
aroundllSmph, followed by a 0-62 
time of 10.9s. 

On the road: 

I EXPECTED it to be good, and I 
wasn’t disappointed. 

The ride height is just about right, 
as is the suspension setup. Kia always 
seems to get it just about right most of 
the time and, I felt the ride quality in 
the XCeed was everything I wanted 


it to be. 

Now, for some, they might consider 
the ride to be a little on the ‘firm’ 
side - but to me, it felt sturdy and 
poised. No dramas to talk about, just a 
fantastic amount of grip in and out of 
every comer. 

Plus if you go in a little heavy, you 
can be assured the XCeed will keep 
you firmly planted to the tarmac ahead. 

Design and Technology 
ON the inside, the interior is very 
good, and all the dials are easy to read. 

Plus all the vehicle controls are well 
set out. 

The seats are comfy and there was 
a nice finish to the interior. It’s not 
perfect in some areas, but show me 
a car that gets everything right, and I 
will quit writing altogether. I actually 
don’t care if the plastic is a little rough 
to the touch - because for me it’s about 
the package as a whole and what the 
XCeed can offer the modem driver. 

Plus, you do get some pretty decent 
equipment such as; cmise control with 
speed limiter, air conditioning, alarm 
system, electric windows all-round, 
keyless entry, automatic headlight con¬ 
trol, LED bi-function projection head¬ 
lights, LED daytime mnning lights, 
DAB radio, Bluetooth and an 8” audio 
display touchscreen system offering 
Android Auto and Apple CarPlay. 

Vehicle Stability Management. 
THIS aids stability when braking 
and cornering by controlling the car’s 
Electronic Stability Control if it detects 
a loss of traction. 

Then there are six airbags. Land 
Keeping Assist, High Beam Assist, 



Hill Start Assist Control and Forward Collision- 
Avoidance Assist all included as standard. 

To sum up: 

I’M going to give the Kia XCeed four stars in this 
test, not only because I like how it looks on the 
outside, but also because Kia gives you big smiles 
for very little money.

Labuschagne signs two-year deal 
with Glamorgan 


GLAMORGAN 
Cricket are delighted to 
announce the signing of 
star all-rounder Marnus 
Labuschagne as our over¬ 
seas player for the 2020 
and 2021 seasons. 

Fabuschagne signed as the 
Welsh county’s overseas player 
for the first-half of the 2019 sea¬ 
son and became the first player 
in domestic cricket to reach 1,000 
County Championship runs. 

The 25-year-old racked up 1,114 
runs in the County Championship 
in just 18 innings at an average 
above 65, and took 19 wickets 


with his leg-spin. 

He struck five centuries during 
the campaign, including a career- 
best 182 against Sussex and 
recorded twin centuries against 
Worcestershire, becoming the first 
Glamorgan player since 2005 to 
do so. 

His form for Glamorgan and 
widely regarded talent earned 
him a call-up to the Australian 
Ashes squad and he made history 
at Ford’s by becoming the first 
ever concussion substitute in Test 
match cricket. 

He reeled off four successive 
half-centuries in the series and 
finished as one of the standout 


players on both sides. 

Despite only completing seven 
innings, he was Australia’s second 
highest run scorer with 353 runs at 
an average above 50. 

Director of cricket, Mark 
Wallace, said: “To have Mamus 
sign for two years is great news 
for everyone associated with 
the club. He showed during the 
county season and Ashes what a 
fantastic player he is, and will sig¬ 
nificantly strengthen our batting 
and bowling departments across 
all three formats.”
